Morality in the ad m in is­ 
tration of public affairs Is as vital to the continued 
safety of governm ent as It is in the Individual life of 
Its citizens. 
This American nation has prospered bec.xuse Its 
foundations were sound, and those who adm inistered It.s 
affairs, were, w ith but few exceptions, strongly Imbued 
mlth the Ideal of decency and honesty in government. 
Corruption In any form has alw ay s m et ndth quick and 
sharp rebuke. 
Quite correctly then. United S tates Senator T hom as 
W slsh of Montana, as perm anent chairm an of the dem o­ 
crat lo national conA-entlon In New York City , said the 
Teapot l>omft episode and the V eterans' bureau scandal, 
with the D augherty revelfctlons, constitute a direct chal­ 
lenge to governm ent and to the American people. 
-In Its vdrlle y outh.” said Senator Walsh, 'i he men 
whose names blazon the pages of the hl.story of the r e ­ 
publican party did not hesitate to declaim against tho 
rurruption that was sapping Its vitality . The venalitv 
that stained the adm inistration of General G rant, though 
it left him untouched, was denounced by none more 
roundly or with greater effect than by W illiam Cullen 
Dry ant.

"Alfalfa Rlir’ M urray , for­ 
m er O klahom a congret-sman, and the advance guard of 
of farm ers from that state, have arrived In southern 
Bolivia, where M urray obtained a roneesslon of 
42 ,OOf> 
acres of land, for which he paid 4 ccnt.s an acre. He ha* 
a concession of 566,000 acres mò re, and If the experi­ 
m ent proves succe.ssful. It Is to be expected that h-» 
will exercise his option. 
Tijurray and his conrpanlons in the x'enture hav'i 
struck out boldly ’ for “new country '.” The M urray tracts 
are located In a fertile valley , tw’cnty -fivo mile.s i.orth of 
the A rgentine border and within twelve miles of » he 
new railroad which Is being built from Buenos Alr^s 
and I,apaz.
